The other day a gentleman ex­ 
perimented with some of the screen­ 
ings 
from 
a 
rock 
crusher— rock 
taken from a Sedalia quarry— and 
demonstrated clearly that the lime­ 
stone rock when crushed, flushed 
with water and 
then subjected to 
pressure 
will 
become 
cemented 
and form a hard, solid, smooth sur­ 
face, just what is wanted for a street. 
He mixed this crushed limestone 
and water, subjected it to a pres­ 
sure of two hundred pounds, and 
the sample he left at this office is 
as hard as rock. 
If property owners will agree to 
put down streets of this kind and 
offer contracts large enough to in­ 
vite competition they will be sur­ 
prised at the bids that will come 
in.
